RETAIL TRADE IN SEPTEMBER 


To save space the usual introductory paragraphs explaining 
the method of compiling the statistics * have been omitted. 

The main point to note in this connection is that corrections 
for differences in the number of selling days were necessary on 
very few schedules for September, the number of selling days 
in the calendar month being identical in 1941 and 1942. 


INDEX NUMBERS tf 
(AVERAGE DatLty Saves In 1937 = 100) 

The table of index numbers now includes an additional set of 
figures, the averages for the preceding twelve months. Such 
averages are much less affected by special factors, seasonal or 
circumstantial, which may cause the index for a single month to 
be exceptionally high or low ; they should therefore give a better 
basis for making comparisons with recent experience than the 
single preceding month. 

The apparel index, to which special interest attaches because 
of clothes rationing, was 102 in September, or two points below 
the average of the 12 months September 1941-August 1942. 
This slight declirie in the value of sales probably implies a roughly 
similar movement in volume, as the removal of purchase tax 
from utility garments taken into stock after early August was 
beginning to affect sales by September, and, taken in the aggre- 
gate, prices may have come down to about the average level of 
1941-42. It is rather surprising that the decline in volume was 
not greater, as September sales are normally about 10 per cent. 
below the year’s average, and this year the reduced ration must 
restrict purchases. There seems, however, to be some te onde ncy

for rationing to cause a greater proportion of the year’s sales to 
take place in September than was normal in peace-time, as the 
index for September 1941 was slightly above the average for the 
first rationing year; this may be due to the essential nature of 
September purchases made in preparation for the winter and the 
new school year. District apparel sales mostly exhibited the 
same characteristics as those for the country as a whole, being 
higher than August but lower than the average of the 12 months 
to that date. Central London, however, where recovery has 
recently been noticeable, increased by as much as 15 per cent. 
from the 12 months’ average. 

The index for household goods stayed at much the same level 
in September (78) as in August (77). The decline from the 
average of the 12 months September-August (83) was roughly 
similar to the normal peace-time movement so far as value is 
concerned, but prices in this sector have been rising fairly steeply 
in the last year, so that it is clear that shortage of supplies is still 
producing a downward trend in the volume of sales. Supplies 
are on the whole better in Central and West End London than 
elsewhere, and this largely accounts for the fact that this area 
shows the same sort of contrast with the rest of the country in 
household goods as in apparel. Its household index (85) was 
actually higher than that for the whole country (a very rare event 
in wartime), and 16 per cent. above the average of the previous 
12 months, whereas in all other areas there was a considerable fall. 

The index for all non-food merchandise, comprising fancy 
departments and sports and travel goods, etc., in addition to 
apparel and household goods, was 100 in September, some 16 per 
cent. above August and only slightly below the level of the 
preceding 12 months. The index for Central and West End 
London was about 17 per cent. above the average for that 
period, but in all other districts September was well below that 
average. 

Food and perishables declined in September to 105, the August 
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index being 110 and the average of the previous 12 months 113. 
This double decline, however, was not found in all areas. In the 
North-West, the August, September and 12 months’ averages 
were identical at 119. In Scotland there was a rise of 4 points 
from August and a fall of 3 points from the average, and in 
Central and West End London a rise of 2 points from both 


August and the average.

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(2-9 per cent.) was in the South of England. Comparisons for 
unallocated sales are now included in Table I and show that 
their distribution would probably have raised the district figures 
somewhat. The increase of 17-1 per cent. in Central and West- 
End London was outstanding but, as the index numbers show, 
was not sufficient to bring sales to anything like normal levels. 
It followed a series of increases in recent months attributable 
to the return of population and the influx of troops on leave 
and other visitors. These factors have also to some extent 
affected Suburban London, which showed an appreciably larger 
rise than any provincial district. As might be expected, the 
Suburbs have gained in food sales rather than non-food, but the 
Centre mainly in non-food, as less disturbed conditions have 
revived the “ shopping expedition ”’ to the latter. 

Sales of food and perishables, amounting to roughly 58 per cent. 
of the total reported in September, rose by 5-1 per cent. Increases 
were recorded in all districts, though the rise in the South of 
England was fractional. In both London areas the advance 
was 9 per cent. or more. 

Other merchandise fell by 1-7 per cent., Central and West-End 
London being the only district for which an increase (19-6 per 
cent.) was recorded ; the experience of this district was out- 
standingly favourable in almost all categories. As unallocated 
sales rose by 6-6 per cent., the district decreases probably over- 
stated the fall. Of the various types of goods the only ones to 
show increases were dress materials (18-0 per cent.), fancy 
departments (5°8 per cent.) and miscellaneous and unspecified 
goods (5:7 per cent.). The first of these resulted chiefly from 
substantial rises in London, and is in marked contrast with the 
decline recorded for February-August. Fancy departments 
sell many lines subject to purchase tax at the highest rate, for 
which prices have risen steeply during the year, so that the rise 
recorded for this category implies a fall in volume. 

The largest decrease was for sports and travel goods (18-7 per 
cent.), all districts showing very heavy falls except Central and 
West-End London. This fall continues a long series, and reflects 
the reduction in available supplies. ‘The same reason accounts 
for the continued downward tendency in hardware and furnishing 
departments, though the total fall in these two categories was 
slightly less (14-4 per cent. and 10-4 per cent. respectively). 
While the difference from September 1941 was only fractional 
for boots and shoes in the country as a whole, the range of 
movements in different districts was wide, much the largest 
increase being 42-3 per cent. in Central and West-End London 
and the greatest decrease, 8-5 per cent., in the South of England. 
The contrast between the substantial decrease (15-2 per cent.) 
for men’s wear and the negligible movement for women’s wear 
again suggests that the former category is more affected by the 
cut in the clothes ration—a conclusion also suggested by the 
other three months of the second rationing year. Shops reporting 
their receipts of apparel coupons to the Bank of England took 
over 10 per cent. less than in September 1941. The numbers 
rose considerably in Central London, but all other districts 
showed substantial falls. 

February-September.—Sales for the first eight months of the 
trading year were 2°3 per cent. higher in value in 1942 than in 
1941. As prices, though rising during the year, have tended to 
greater stability recently, the decline in volume is probably 
not very large. The value increase in food and perishables 
amounted to 3-9 per cent. and reflected improvements in supplies. 
Other merchandise changed little from last year on the whole, 
but this stability concealed a wide divergence between London, 
particularly the Central and West-End Area, and the Provinces. 
Factors contributing to the advance of 18-3 per cent. in the Cen- 
tral and West-End district have been mentioned above. In 
other parts of the country the effect of restrictions was noticeable 
and less money has been spent on non-food merchandise not- 
withstanding the increase in incomes due to full employment 
and overtime. It must, of course, be remembered that per 
capita spending may have risen since the numbers drawn into 
the Forces during the year have been considerable. 


STOCKS * 

The value of stocks reported at the end of September was 
8-1 per cent. higher than in 1941. This compares with 5-5 per 
cent. a month earlier and is the largest rise recorded this year. 
September stocks increased in all seven areas and the Central 
and West-End London figure (17-2 per cent.) resembled that for 
sales by much exceeding those for all other districts. Food and 
perishables, the sample of which may possibly not be sufficiently 
representative, showed a very considerable rise on a year ago 
for the fourth successive month, but this last increase (32-9 per 
cent.) was somewhat smaller than the preceding ones. 

Other merchandise stocks as a whole were 5-6 per cent. above 
the level of September 1941, and different categories once again

showed a wide range of movement. Expansion was most marked 
in fancy departments (29-4 per cent.), furnishing departments 
(20°8 per cent.), miscellaneous and unspecified goods (12-9 per 
cent.) and women’s wear (11-4 per cent.). There were pronounced 
decreases this year in piece-goods (21-1 per cent.) and boots 
and shoes (18-1 per cent.), while men’s and boys’ wear and hard- 
ware also contracted though to a smaller extent. 

Compared with September 1939—roughly with the position 
at the outbreak of war—total stocks rose in value by about 
54 per cent., the movement being almost the same for both 
main divisions. Stocks of fancy goods practically doubled in 
value. This category covers such semi-necessaries as drug and 
toilet articles and stationery as well as goods of a more specifi- 
cally fancy character, but the bulk of the merchandise handled 
has been subject to a steep rise in prices and volume has shrunk 
well below pre-war levels. Boot and shoe stocks are exceptional 
in that they are now lower than in September 1939 in value as 
well as in volume. 

The month-to-month change in apparel stocks now measured 
for more than a year by comparing the schedules of retailers 
reporting stocks in both of two adjacent months is given in the 
following table :—

The recent rise in stocks of women’s wear was accentuated in 
September and there was a slight upward movement for men’s 
and boys’ wear and for boots and shoes. The appearance on the 
market of utility footwear at lower prices caused the figures for 
this category to understate the improvement in September. 
Dress materials receded from 91 in August to 88 in September, 
probably as a result of the high level of sales.

In peace-time, daily postal receipts rose in September after a 
sharp fall in August, but this year, as in 1941, they have been 
steady throughout the September quarter, so that the index 
number based on the average receipts in the corresponding period 
of 1924-34 (except 1926) fell from the record figure of 156-9 in 
August to 148-8 in September.

CONTROL OF SULPHUR 
INCREASE OF MAXIMUM PRICES

The Minister of Supply has issued the Control of Sulphur 
(No. 2) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2203, price 1d.), increas- 
ing maximum prices of sulphur ground from crude sulphur by 
£1 per ton. 


WOOL TEXTILE AND WOOL HOSIERY INDUSTRIES 
PROHIBITIONS 

The Minister of Supply has made an Order, the Control of 
Sulphur (No. 3) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2206, price 1d.), 
prohibiting the use of sulphur or any material containing sulphur 
in any of the processes in the wool textile industry or wool 
hosiery industry known as “ stoving ” except under licence. 

Applications (which should be in duplicate) for licences in 
respect of the stoving of wool, woollen yarn, woollen cloth, 
woollen blankets and other woollen goods other than hosiery 
should be submitted to the Director of Wool Textile Production, 
Wool Control, Bradford. Applications in respect of woollen 
hosiery should be submitted to the Directorate of Civilian 
Hosiery, East Court, West Walk, Leicester. Applications for 
licences will only be considered by the Sulphuric Acid Control 
in cases where a recommendation is made by the Woo] Control 
or by the Directorate of Civilian Hosiery, as the case may be. 

Forms of application for licences can be obtained from the 
Director of Wool Textile Production, Wool Control, Bradford, 
or the Directorate of Civilian Hosiery, Leicester. 


CONTROL OF COAL TAR 


The Minister of Fuel and Power has made the Control of 
Coal Tar (No. 2) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2136, price 3d.). 
The Order is similar in substance to and will supersede the 
Control of Coal Tar Order, 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 2 May 1942, page 230). In addition to minor altera- 
tions in definition the following new provisions have been 
included :— 

1. The treatment, use and blending of coal tar products by 
distillers and importers will be subject to licence. 

2. An article has been incorporated empowering the seizure 
and sale of coal tar and coal tar products, in the event ot suspected 
contravention of the Order. 

3. The Order will extend to Northern Ireland. 

Applications for licences should be made to the Coal Tar 
Controller, Quebec House, Quebec Street, Leeds, 1. 


CONTROL OF IRON AND STEEL 


So that all old and disused tramway rails shall be treated as 
re-melting scrap, the Minister of Supply has issued the Control 
of Iron and Steel (No. 25) (Scrap) Order 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 2209, price ld.). 

The Order provides that no person may treat, use or consume 
tramway rails, except as part of a railway or tramway track or as 
scrap for re-melting, unless licensed by the Minister of Supply. 


CONTROL OF RUBBER 


The Minister of Supply has issued the Control of Rubber 
(No. 16) Order, 1942 Direction No. 1 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2230, 
price 1d.), providing for the disposal and acquisition of trans- 
mission belting without licence to users producing a valid certifi- 
cate to the etfect that the belting is urgently required to keep 
machinery in operation. Other provisions permit the disposal 
and acquisition of fan belts and belting forming part of the 
original equipment cf vehicles, plant or machinery.

Shipments by such vessels in addition 
to being liable to seizure render the shippers or those connected 
with the consignment liable to prosecution.

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ADDITIONS TO “ BLACK LIST” 


The Board of Trade announce that they have made the 
Trading with the Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) 
(No. 17) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. No. 2154, price 2d.), which came 
into force on 31 October containing 285 additions to the “ Black 
List” of traders in neutral countries with whom it is unlawful 
to have dealings of any kind. 

Persons owing moneys to, or holding or managing the property 
of, specified persons are reminded that they are under statutory 
obligation to report particulars to the Custodians of Enemy 
Property. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES— 
MISCELLANEOUS 


The publication of the revised Home Trade Register which 
has been set up by the Board of Trade for the purposes of the 
Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 16) Order, 1942 (see 
the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 10 August 1942, page 365) has 
been unavoidably delayed and it has consequently not yet been 
possible to issue the form of return of standard period supplies 
which registered persons are required to furnish to the Board. 

Having regard to the fact that a considerable part of the 
current restriction period has now expired, the Board has 
decided, for the convenience of traders and their auditors, to 
accept a combined return of standard and restriction period 
supplies ; the form of return will be sent out to traders as soon 
as possible after the close of the restriction period (31 January, 
1943). 

In the meantime, registered persons are reminded that they 
are required to restrict their supplies of controlled goods in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 3 of the Order as 
amended by the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 17) 
Order, 1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 21 September 
1942, page 430). 

Registered persons should, of course, have considered early 
in the restriction period which of their customers were likely to 
be registered for the purposes of the Order and should have made 
a provisional computation of their standard period supplies and 
quotas. As soon as the revised Home Trade Register has been 
published by H.M. Stationery Office, traders should refer to it 
to make sure that they have correctly treated their customers as 
registered or unregistered persons and should verify the accuracy 
of their quota computations. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES— 
TOILET PREPARATIONS 


The publication of the revised Toilet Preparations Register 
which has been set up by the Board of Trade for the purposes of 
the Limitation of Supplies (Toilet Preparations) (No. 4) Order, 
1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 17 August 1942, 
page 377) has been unavoidably delayed and it has consequently 
not yet been possible to issue the form of return of standayd 
period supplies which registered persons are required to furnish 
to the Board. 

Having regard to the fact that a considerable part of the 
current restriction period has now expired, the Board has 
decided, for the convenience of traders and their auditors, to 
accept a combined return of standard and restriction period 
supplies ; the forms of return will be sent out to traders as soon 
as possible after the close of the restriction period (31 December 
1942). 

In the meantime, registered persons are reminded that they 
are required to restrict their supplies of controlled goods (in the 
manufacture of which they carry out a process) in accordance 
with the provisions of Article 2 of the Order. 

Registered persons should, of course, have considered early in 
the restriction period which of their customers’ names were 
likely to be entered in Part II of the Register, and should have 
made a provisional computation of their standard period supplies 
and quotas. As soon as the revised Toilet Preparations Register 
has been published by H.M. Stationery Office, traders should 
refer to it to make sure that they have correctly treated their 
customers as registered in Part II or otherwise, and should verify 
the accuracy of their quota computations. 


DOMESTIC POTTERY—LIMITATION OF 
SHAPES AND SIZES 


The Board of Trade have made the Domestic Pottery (Manu- 
facture and Supply) (No. 3) Directions, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 2210, price 1d.). These directions restrict the articles of 
domestic pottery that may be made in ware other than china 
and impose limitations on the range of sizes and the number of 
sizes within the range in which the permitted articles may be 
made by each manufacturer. The shape of articles is also 
limited to one for each size made. Each manufacturer may choose 
the sizes to be made by him within the ranges fixed but he must 





register these sizes and shapes, in the case of stoneware, with the 
English Stoneware Manufacturers’ Association, and in other 
cases with the British Pottery Manufacturers’ Federation. These 
directions come into force on 1 January 1943. Manufacturers 
therefore have time to use up the moulds of the sizes and shapes 
which they will discontinue. 


DYERS AND CLEANERS 


The Board of Trade have made the Dyeing and Cleaning 
(Control) (No. 2) Order 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2229, price 1d.), 
requiring all dyers and cleaners who work for the general public, 
and not for trade purposes, to register with the Board of Trade, 
Neville House, Page Street, London, S.W.1, before 21 November 
full particulars of the name of their business, address at which 
it is carried on, the nature of the business and the number of 
those engaged in it, both employers and workmen.

FURNITURE OF WOOD, WILLOW, CANE 
OR WICKER, AND SIMILAR MATERIALS 


The Domestic Furniture (Control of Manufacture and Supply) 
(No. 2) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2214, price Id.), has 
now been made. It subjects to licence the manufacture, and 
the supply by manufacturers, of all non-metal furniture, on 
and after 1 November 1942. 

Manufacturers may, however, without licence :— 


(1) Complete, until 31 December 1942, the manufacture of 
any furniture of which the manufacture was begun 
before 1 November 1942 ; 

(2) Supply, until 31 January 1943 any furniture which was 
completely manufactured before 1 November 1942 or 
was in process of manufacture on that date and is 
completely manufactured before 31 December 1942 ; 

provided that the furniture complies with the requirements of 
the Domestic furniture (Control of Manufacture and Supply) 
Order, 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 1 August 1942, 
page 355), or is being, or has been, manufactured or supplied 
under licences issued under that Order. 

Further manufacture of wooden domestic furniture will be 
confined to Utility furniture. 

Utility furniture, manufactured under licence and conforming 
with the Utility specifications, will be marked with the Utility 
Mark now being used for Utility textiles and apparel. This 
mark may not be put on to any other furniture, nor may any 
person supply, offer to supply, or advertise any furniture which 
is not Utility Furniture, and use the word “utility” or any 
similar word without taking steps to prevent the implication 
that the furniture is Utility furniture. Utility specifications have 
not been laid down for cane and wicker furniture. Manufacturers 
of this type of furniture should apply for a licence to continue 
manufacture, at the same time giving full information about the 
articles which they wish to be allowed to make. 

There is provision, in Article 5 of the new Order, for wholesale 
or retail departments of a manufacturing business to be treated 
as separate businesses. A manufacturing firm which desires to 
make use of this provision should apply to the Board of Trade 
without delay. Such applications, and any enquiries, should 
be addressed to the Assistant Secretary, Industries and Manu- 
factures, Dept. 4, Wood Working Department, Board of ‘Trade, 
Neville House, Page Street, London, 8.W.1. 


LATE WAR DAMAGE NOTIFICATIONS 


The War Damage Commission announces that a notification 
of war damage to land or buildings (Form C.1) cannot be accepted 
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after the prescribed period of 30 days from the date of the damage 
unless it is accompanied by an explanation satisfactory to the 
Commission of the failure of the claimant to notify the damage 
within that time. 

After 1 December a claimant who sends in a notification more 
than ninety days after the occurrence of the war damage will 
normally be required to make a statutory declaration before a 
Commissioner for Oaths or a Justice of the Peace on a special 
form which must be obtained from a Regional office of the 
Commission. In this he will be called on to verify the information 
needed in a notification of damage, and in addition give full 
particulars of all the damage sustained by the property, the 
facts upon which he relies to prove that it was war damage, and 
a full statement of the circumstances put forward as an explana- 
tion of the delay. The Commission will then decide, under the 
powers conferred upon it by the proviso to Section 10 (3) of the 
War Damage Act, 1941, whether to make a payment notwith- 
standing that the requirements of the Regulations have not been 
observed. 

In making this announcement the Commission desires to 
emphasise that it is not its intention to deprive a bona fide 
claimant of a payment in respect of damage to land and build- 
ings. But it is essential, in order to ensure that payments are 
not made in respect of damage other than “‘ war damage,” that 
early notification of the occurrence of war damage should be 
made to the Commission. Accordingly, these arrangements 
will not normally apply if some other proprietary interest has 
already notified the damage.

LETTERS AND PARCELS TO PRISONERS OF 
WAR IN GERMANY AND ITALY 


The Postmaster-General wishes to remind relatives of prisoners 
of war in Germany and Italy that letters and. parcels should 





always bear the latest form of address given by the prisoner. 
This will generally be a camp number only, but exceptionally in 
the case of prisoners in hospitals, may sometimes include a place 
name. Unless a place name is included by the prisoner in his 
address the location of the camp should not be shown in the 
address of correspondence sent to him. 

For instance, in the case of a prisoner in Campo P.G. 78, 
P.M. 3300, Italy, the correct address would be as in the following 
example :— 

333444 Private G. Brown 
British Prisoner of War, 
Campo P.G. 78, P.M. 3300 
Italy. 

The Italian Authorities have now intimated that after 31 
January 1943, letters received in Italy for prisoners of war in 
their hands, which incorrectly bear the place name instead of or 
in addition to the number of the camp, will be confiscated, and 
parcels so addressed will be returned to the senders.

BRITISH EMPIRE 
CANADA 
MAXIMUM PRICE REGULATIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
‘Board of Trade Journal” of 20 December 1941, pages 386-387, 
H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded a 
copy of an Order No. 189, made by the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board and published in the “‘ Canada Gazette ” of 23 September, 
which consolidates all exemptions from maximum prices fixed 
under section 7 of the Wartime Prices and Trade Regulations 
(formerly the Maximum Prices Regulations).

REBATE ON CUSTOMS DUTY ON GOODS FOR 
MANUFACTURING PURPOSES 


With reference to the notice in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 29 June 1939 (pages 938-939) and subsequent notices, regarding 
the rebate or refurd of Customs duties on certain goods for manu- 
facturing purposes, the Board of Trade have received a copy of 
Government Notice No. 397 of 7 August, published in the

the rebate or refund, on first importation or when taken out of 
bond, of the whole of the Customs duties on caustic soda, caustic 
potash, vegetable oils, pine oil, extract of aloes, dyes and cresylic 
acid to be used in the manufacture of dips.

ST. HELENA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Defence 
(Control of Imports) Regulations, 1942, which prohibit the 
importation into St. Helena, except under licence, of the following 
goods. 

Goods the importation of which from all sources is prohibited 
except under Licence :— 

All goods from parts of the British Empire not within the 
sterling area ; semi-manufactured and manufactured iron and 
steel; cement; timber; candles; household soap; matches ; 
mineral oils; anthracite ; tobacco and snuff; beer; spirits; wine; 
motor cars and parts; tyres and tubes; arms and ammunition ; 
photographic apparatus and materials ; paper; brushes ; sugar ; 
rice; flour; lard; lard compound; dripping; milk; butter ; 
cheese ; bacon; tea; salt; tinned fish ; corned beef; poultry 
food; oats; maize; barley; bran; onions; peas; née ; 
syrup ; treacle ; confe -ctionery ; biscuits ; cocoa. 

Goods the importation of which from the United Kingdom is 
prohibited except under Licence :— 

Foodstuffs ; poultry food and stock food of all kinds not 
enumerated in the above list; cotton piece-goods ; clothing ; 
hats ; boots and shoes of all kinds; sewing machines; silk and 
artificial silk manufactures and piece-goods ; batteries ; rubber 
manufactures; mosquito netting; agricultural and vegetable 
seeds. 

The Regulations do not apply to the following :— 


(a) Goods imported in transit or for transhipment to a place 
outside St. Helena. 

(b) Merchandise intended for a place outside St. Helena and 
stores imported on board of any ship for the use of the 
officers, crew and passengers thereof and duly reported 
as such, provided such merchandise or stores are not 
removed from the importing ship. 

(c) All goods officially imported by a Government Depart- 
ment or by His Majesty’s Forces but not including 
goods imported by any firm or person in fulfilment of 
an order by such authorities. 

(d) Private effects the property of and contained in the 
bona fide baggage of passengers, which the Collector of 
Customs may in his discretion accept as such.

(e) Parcel post importations which are bona fide gifts to the 
addressee. 

(f) All goods re-imported into St. Helena and accepted as 
such by the Collector of Customs.

TURKEY 
EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 


With reference to the previous notice under the above heading 
in the ‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 18 October 1941 (page 246), 
H.M. Commercial Counsellor at Ankara has now forwarded a 
copy of Circular No. 60 published by the Turkish Ministry of 
Commerce.

ARGENTINA 
/ PETROLEUM PRODUCTION, JANUARY-JUNE 


The output of petroleum in Argentina during the first six 
months of 1942 was officially recorded at 1,842,790 cubic metres 
which showed an increase of nearly 9 per cent. over the figure of 
1,692,688 cubic metres in the corresponding period of 1941. 
Production in the state-owned wells was responsible for 103,262 
cubic metres of the increase. 


BRAZIL 
SUGAR EXPORTS 


Exports of sugar from Brazil during the crop season ended 
June 1942, reached 504,000 bags valued at 23,783 contos. Ship- 
ments were destined as follows: Uruguay, 189,000 bags ; 
Switzerland, 117,000 bags; Spain, 100,000 bags and Great 
Britain, 85,000 bags. The States of Alagéas and Pernambuco 
participated to the extent of 263,000 bags and 241,000 bags 
respectively.

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
Limited supply the following information on trade conditions in 
the Union of South Africa. 

General business reports from the larger centres indicate that 
the depletion of stocks of popular shopping lines is beoming more 
noticeable, especially in hardware, drapery and men’s clothing. 

The volume of business on the whole continues to show a 
downward trend but the decline is not fully reflected in turnover 
figures owing to the increased prices in some lines. Voluntary 
rationing schemes and restricted shopping hours are within their 
limited scope still proving effective in conserving stocks and to 
some extent in assisting to maintain equitable distribution, but it 
has been plainly evident during the past few months that these 
safeguards are being subjected to increasing strain. Activity in 
the secondary industries is being maintained at most centres in 
spite of the growing difficulties in obtaining adequate supplies 
of raw materials to meet the increased demand. 

The Transvaal gold output for September (26 working days) 
was 1,160,541 fine cunces with a value, including the premium, 
on the basis of £8 8s. a fine ounce, of £9,748,544, compared with 
1,203,353 fine ounces, with a value on the basis of £8 8s. a fine 
ounce of £10,108,165 for September 1941 (also 26 working days). 
The average daily output for September 1942 compared with the 
previous month declined 842 fine ounces to 44,636. 

Railway earnings from 6 September to 10 October amounted to 
£4,028,422 compared with £4,043,039 for the corresponding period 
of 1941. 


AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Farming conditions and prospects show little change. A 
report issued by the Department of Agriculture indicates that 
although the condition of livestock in many parts of Cape 
Province is not altogether satisfactory the position elsewhere is 
more favourable. As the drought has broken in the north- 
western Cape, farming prospects in that area are now considered 
very good. 

The maize market is quiet. 
improved. 

Wool appraisements are steadily proceeding at the various 
clearing centres. The increase in values at Port Elizabeth is 
over 20 per cent. for most types compared with last season’s 
levels, and the Wool Commission’s weekly disbursements exceed 
£250,000. The quality of the offerings is not quite as good as 
last year owing to adverse climatic conditions during the growing 
period, but as good rains have fallen later arrivals of wool should 
be of better quality. Mohair is arriving freely and best winter 
hair is meeting with a steady demand. There are no enquiries 
for shorter or inferior jots, which form a rather larger proportion 
of offerings than usual owing to the dry conditions. The under- 
tone of the market is considered satisfactory. 

Hides are firm. Sheepskins are better. Gloving skins have 
met with increased competition. Goatskins are steady and 
Angoras slightly dearer. 

No change has taken place on the ostrich feather market. 

Wattle extract is unchanged. Bark is in fair demand from 
India, America and Australia. 

The latest reports on deciduous fruit indicate that the crop 
should be fairly heavy. The technical results of the dehydration 
of fruit are very satisfactory, but the treatment of vegetables is 
more difficult and experiments are still proceeding.

THE FUR QUOTA 


During the four months 1 November 1942 to 28 February 
1943 the quota for the supply of fur apparel to the home market 
is continued at the present rate of 20 per cent. by value. In 
order, however, to ensure that the existing labour force of the 
industry is used to the fullest advantage the Board of Trade 
have made a concesion in respect of the supply of cheap fur 
garments. Fur coats supplied by manufacturers at a price not 
exceeding £7 10s., and fur waistcoats similarly supplied at a 
price not exceeding £2 10s. will count against quota only to the 
extent of half their value; thus the effective rate of quota is 
increased in so far as manufacturers use their quota for the 
supply of garments within these price ranges. The concession 
will apply also to supplies by unregistered manufactnrers. 

No specification has been fixed for the fur garments to which 
the concession applies ; they are not utility goods and it is illegal 
for any person to use the word “ utility’ on or in connection 
with them when he supplies the goods or offers them for sale, 
or generally to use the word “ utility ” in connection with them 
for any purpose of advertisement. 

The Fur Apparel (No. 3) Directions 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No, 2218) will give effect to these provisions. 


OFFICERS’ WORN SERVICE CLOTHING 


Retail traders who have been regularly engaged in acquiring 
and disposing of officers’ worn Service clothing and footwear 
are reminded that under the Reconditioned Service Clothing 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2075, price 1d.) they may not 
acquire such clothing except from the Ministry of Supply or (if 
the clothing has been reconditioned) from a person whose name 
is entered in the Register of Wholesalers of Secondhand and 
Salvaged Clothing, unless they first obtain a licence from the 
Board of Trade. Applications for such a licence should be 
addressed to the Board of Trade, I. & M. 3 Department, Neville 
House, Page Street, London, 8.W.1. 

The Board of Trade has, however, issued a General Licence 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2254, price Id.) authorising any retailer to 
acquire any worn Service clothing from any other person who 
has acquired such clothing in the course of his business before 
13 October 1942. This General Licence, which applies to all 
Service clothing, will expire on 31 January 1943. 


CORSETS 


The Board of Trade have found it necessary to make various 
changes in the Corsets (Manufacture and Supply) Directions, 





1942, and the Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) (No. 8) 
Order, 1942, details of which are given below. Except for the 
new arrangements described, the provisions of the previous 
Orders and Directions (S. R. & O. 1942, Nos. 1004, 1557, 1677 
and 833) remain unaltered and are incorporated in the new 
Corsets (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 4) Directions, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942, No. 2225, price 2d.) and the Making of Civilian 
Clothing (Restrictions) (No. 16) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 2224, price 1d.), which come into effect on 9 November. 


SuraicaL Corsets 


(1) Registered manufacturers whose names have been entered 
on a special list of manufacturers of surgical corsets may supply 
surgical corsets and brassieres, conforming to the following 
definition, outside their quota for non-utility corsets and bras- 
sieres :— 

* A surgical corset is one cut and made specially for the 
person to whom it is supplied in accordance with a prescrip- 
tion in writing given by a registered medical practitioner, 
to which prescription is appended a statement that the 
practitioner has examined that person and that the corset 
is necessary for him by reason of a disability, deformity or 
disease specified in the prescription, being a corset in relation 
to which the practitioner has given a certificate in writing 
stating that he has examined that person while wearing it 
and that it is satisfactory for the condition from which that 
person is suffering.” 

Application for inclusion on the list of surgical corset manu- 
facturers should be made in writing to the Assistant Secretary, 
Industries and Manufactures, Division 2, Board of Trade, 
Millbank, London, 8.W.1. Detailed records of such quota-free 
supplies will be required, and the necessary instructions will be 
given to individual manufacturers when their names have been 
entered on the list. 

(2) Unregistered manufacturers may continue to supply 
surgical corsets and brassieres without restriction, provided 
that their total supplies of controlled goods of Class C., including 
all types of surgical corsets and brassieres, do not exceed £100 
a month. Application for inclusion on the special list of surgical 
manufacturers, mentioned in (1) should not be made by an 
unregistered person. 

(3) Restrictions imposed on the manufacture of ordinary 
corsets will not apply to surgical corsets made and supplied by 
registered or unregistered manufacturers, in accordance with 
the definition given in (1) above. Supplies of materials for such 
surgical corsets will in future be authorised by the Directorate 
of Medical Supplies, Ministry of Supply, Portland House, Tothill 
Street, London, S.W.1. All manufacturers will be required to 
produce evidence that both the necessary certificates have been 
obtained before replacement of materials can be made. It is 
emphasised that the need for economy in the use of metal and 
rubber is very great, and manufacturers are urged to see that 
no unnecessary use is made of these materials. 

(4) These arrangements have been made in consultation 
with the Ministry of Health arid the Directorate of Medical 
Supplies, and take the place of the previous concessions made in 
respect of abdominal belts specially designed solely for use in 
certain named conditions. 


Urimiry CorsETS AND BRASSIERES 


(1) After 31 January 1943 utility corsets may only contain 
boning made of steel, and, until then, not more than two bones 
of material other than steel, unless the “ substitute ” material 
has been approved for the purpose by the Board of Trade, with the 
exception that no account need be taken of inside back supports, 
made of fibre, in laced-back corsets. Corsets cut or in work 
before these Directions came into force may be made without 
regard to this restriction provided that they are completed by 
31 January 1943. 

(2) Manufacturers will in future be required to apply an 
identification number, in addition to the utility mark, to all 
utility corsets, corset belts and brassieres made by them. 
Nucleus firms and their concentration partners will be notified 
automatically of their identification number. Other manufac- 
turers should apply in writing to the Board of Trade, at the 
address given above, for an identification number if they wish to 
supply utility corsets of their own manufacture. 

(3) Several woven rayon lingerie cloths have been added to 
the list of cloths which may be used in utility brassieres specified 
in the Schedule of Corset Directions. Double-body cloth may 
no longer be used in brief and medium brassieres which are 
made of utility corset cloths of the following specification num- 
bers : 9030, 9031, 9070, 9090, 9091, 9140.

RESTRICTIONS ON MAKING 


(1) In order to allow the use of spiral supports made of steel 
wire, which are heavier than the ordinary flat steels, the per- 
mitted weight of metal for corsets which contain no flat steel 
boning except on either side of the lacing in the case of back and 
front laced corsets is now 64 ozs. for normal sizes and 74 ozs. for 
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out-sizes. For the purposes of the restrictions an out-size corset: 


is now defined as having a waist measurement exceeding 32 
inches. This corresponds with the definition of an out-size 
corset laid down in the Corsets Directions. 

(2) The Director of Narrow Fabrics, Ministry of Supply, in 
order to use up available stocks of particular types of rubber 
thread, has in some cases authorised the manufacture of elastic 
fabrics which cannot be satisfactorily used in a corset unless the 
present permitted weight of rubber is exceeded. In order that 
they may use these fabrics, manufacturers are now allowed to 
exceed the maximum of } oz. of rubber per garment if the corset 
is made wholly or partly of any of the following :— 

Elastic net. 

Two-way stretch elastic fabric. 

Woven elastic batiste, satin or brocade. 
Circular knitted roll-on blanks. 


MAXIMUM PRICE ORDERS 


tepresentatives of the Drapers’ Chamber of Trade and the 
Wholesale Textile Association attended a meeting at the Board 
of Trade on 30 October to discuss certain matters which had 
arisen in connection with the provision in recent Maximum Price 
Orders requiring maximum prices to be reduced by 2} per cent. 
if payment is made within the period known in the trade as 
thirty days. It was made clear that this provision did not 
require traders who were accustomed to allow larger discounts 
than 2} per cent. for settlement in thirty days to reduce thier 
discount, but that they were not contravening the provisions of 
the Order if they in fact reduced them to that figure. 


COUPON BANKING 


1. The Consumer Rationing (No. 15) Order, 1942, the Coupon 
Banking (No. 2) Direetions, 1942, and the Order amending 
certain licences have been made by the Board of Trade and will 
be issued as one document (S. R. & O. 1942 Nos. 2241-3, price 
ld.). These give effect to the modifications in the coupon 
banking system which have already been announced, and an 
additional modifieation which is explained in paragraph 3 below. 
These modifications are as follow. 

2. The 1941/42 coupons may not be paid into coupon bank 
accounts after 31 October 1942. These coupons are those cut from 
the 1941-42 clothing cards, marked “ Clothing Coupons” but 
without the Board of Trade crest, and the vouchers (strip- 
tickets) for 2, 5 or 10 coupons bearing a serial number and of a 
size approximately 2} inches by 1} inches. 

3. The new Order makes it a general rule that (except under 
licence from the Board of Trade) a coupon or voucher may not 
be transferred and a coupon cannot be cut out of a ration book 
except during the period for which it is valid: in particular the 
red coupons may not be cut out (and therefore cannot be 
deposited against forward orders) before the date to be fixed by 
the Board of Trade, on which they will become valid. 

4. The maximum number of loose conpons that can be sur- 
rendered in respect of a single transaction is reduced from 75 
to 50; but it is now permissible to surrender loose coupons, 
vouchers or coupon-equivalent documents of a total value of 
not more than 50 coupons in part settlement of any one transac- 
tion. Where, for instance, a retailer has 100 coupons on deposit 
with a wholesaler but wishes to purchase immediately goods to 
the value of 120 coupons, he may hand over 20 loose coupons 
to make up the amount. This modification is intended mainly 
to assist those retailers making personal purchases at their 
wholesalers’ premises, and retailers are requested to make use 
of transfer-vouchers whenever possible, particularly for orders 
sent by post. 

(5) Loose coupons may not, however, be placed on deposit 
against future orders ; they may be transferred to another trader 
only in connection with a particular contract for the supply of 
rationed goods. If for any reason the contract cannot be com- 
pleted, it is no longer necessary to return the self-same coupons 
to the trader who sent them; instead, the number of coupons, 
or the unused balance of them, may be returned by transfer- 
voucher or (if the number does not exceed 50) in the form of an 
equivalent number of 1942/43 coupons. 

(6) It must, however, be remembered that the trader paying 
a coupon equivalent document into his coupon banking account 
may not obtain credit for more than the coupon value of the 
goods which he has supplied against it. Consequently, a trader 
who is unable to execute an order covered by such a document 
should return the document to the trader who sent it. 

(7) The rules about “ sampling ” loose coupons received from 
other traders no longer apply to the coupons cut from the 1942/43 
clothing books, or to the similar vouchers. A trader’s receipts of 
such coupons may, therefore, be bulked for the purpose of 
payment into his bank account. Traders are, however, required, 
as before, to keep a daily record of loose coupon transactions. 

(8) Traders’ Instructions and Guide to Bank Account for Clothing 
Coupons.

EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 
PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is anthorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods. 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 

(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 

(b) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 

(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 

ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 

covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 
goods are shipped. 

The cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
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Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
